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The Agricultural Fair. 


The season of agricultural fairs is again close at hand and 


soon the choicest live slock, crops, poultry, fruit and house- 
hold manufactures will be on exhibition for the edification and 
education of all beholders. 
With these things go the horse 


racjjig, the vaudeville and the fakirs, without which no mod- 
ern agricultural fair would seem complete, and thus is consti- 
tuted1 an-event which has its uses in an age when popular at- 
tractions are so .manifold and varied. 


All but the young can remember when the^innual agricul- 


tural fair was the great event of the year for the farming pop- 
ulation, and many others as well. With the growth of baseball 
and outdoor sports and attractions,of many kinds, excursions, 
moving .pictures day and night, and other forms of diversion 
without number, the agricultural fair does not retain the place 
it once held in the popular estimation, and in recent years 
there has been such a decline in interest in some places that 
agricultural societies have had a struggle to keep their footing. 
One result is that the diameter of the fairs has changed to a 
considerable extent, and with the exhibits and the simple at- 
tractions of former days goes a large list of sports, and the 
event is a field day as well as a fair. 


With the growth of cities and villages this was practically 


unavoidable. The agricultural fair was established purely for 
the benefit of the farming population, which in earlier days 
constituted the great bulk of the population, but manufactur- 
ing and commerce have so increased in the last half century 
that there are now large classes who are strangers to the farm 
and its interests, and for whom entertainment must be pro- 
vided at the fairs if the societies arc to have the benefit of their 
patronage. 


And so the agricultural fair has become an admixture of 


serious business and sports, with offerings for practically all 
tastes. 
11 is not what it' once was, but it still retains a place 


among the activities of the day and its elimination would 
mean a loss to all elements of the community. 
II calls the 


farmers and their families together for social greeting and the 
profitable exchange of ideas, and gives the rest of the com- 
munity a holiday with an almost endless variety of amuse- 
ments thrown in. 


The agricultural fair still has its uses. 
Long may it live.
